Mayor Dunne was indorsed by the city 
council last night, 
discharge of Chief Fire Marshal 


was 40 to 22. After the vote the advocates

the galleries, loudly applauded and then as 
noisily stamped out. 

The aldermen who spoke and voted against 
Campion all protested they believed he was 
an honest man and an efficient fire chief 
(They practically said the charges filed 
against him by the mayor were unfounded. 
Yet they voted against the fireman just the 
same. 

Victory Personal for Mayor. 

It was a personal victory for the mayor. 
He had made it a personal matter with the 
aldermen and they yielded to him. To some 
he made promises. Others were reminded 
that it might be the mayor could do them 
some good in the future. @thers had their 
attention called to the fact the mayor could 
do them either good or harm. 

The friends of Campion could make neither 
promises nor threats. They simply had to rely 
on what they thought the justice of their 
case. They did most of the speaking and had 
all the best of the argument, but when it 
came to a roll call the aldermen who either 
feared the mayor or had hopes of benefits in 
the future did the voting. 


Will Appoint Next Week. 

The mayor did not select a permanent suc- 
cessor to the chief, leaving acting Marshal 
McDonough in charge. He said he probably 
would name a mgn next Monday night. 

The underwriters’ attitude, according to 
their secretary, will be one of waiting until 
the appointment is made. If they regard the 
new appointee as capable they will be satis- 
fled; otherwise the insurance rates are likely 
to be raised as advised.

The chfidren also asserted 
that he had been seen with two other girls 
two days ago. The poiice will endeavor to 
fird these children this morning.

Wall Street Men Think Adminis- 
tration Means to Stop Favors. 


CITY BANK EPISODE. CITED. 


Demand That the Deposits Be Returned 
Regarded as Sign of Break. 


New York, July 2.—[Special. ]—Financiers 
in Wall street see in the action of the treas- 
ury department in cutting off further de- 
posits in the National City bank to cover 
gold imports from Europe a rebuff to the 
Standard Oj] interests from the Roosevelt 
administration. 

Added to this, they see a further attack on 
the interests in the restoration, by the ad- 
ministration’s influence, of the previously 
stricken out item of $450,000 for the comple- 
tion of the New York custom house. With 
this item out the City bank would profit from 
longer rentals for the present custom house, 
which it owns, 

The City bank controversy came up on Sat- 
urday, when Nicholas Fish, in charge of the 
subtreasury in New York, made a demand on 
the National City bank for the return of the 
government moneys deposited with the bank 
to cover the gold which the bank had pur- 


chased abroad. 
Deposi, Made on May 31. 


beginning of the transaction dates 
back to Ma 81, when the bank asked the 
treasury department to deposit with the 
bank $1,500,000 under the gold importation 
order. 

Prior to this request, the gold import order 
had been revoked. The City bank was told the 
order had been revoked, whereupon the repre- 
eentative of the bank expressed himself as 
greatly astonished. He said his bank had 
bought the gold in good faith in the belief that 
the order was etill in foree. 

Secretary Shaw was in Iowa at the time, 
and the request of the City bank was re- 
ferred Assistant Secretary Keep, then 
acting as secretary. Keep decided that, as 
the City bank already had purchased the gold 
in Australia und@er ‘a misapprehension that 
the import order was still in force, its request 
should be granted. * 


Claim Gold Was Delayed. 

Assistant Treasurer Fish figured that the 
gold bought by the City bank in Australia 
should reach San Francisco not later than 
July 2 On Saturday, therefore, he made 
a demand on the City bank that it return 
to the subtreasury today the $1,500,000. 

The bank protested against compliance with 
the demand. It set up that the gold had 
not been shipped to San Francisco, but to 
Vancouver, and that the vessel which was 
carrying it would not reach Vancouver until 
July 7.

CHETLAIN TELLS 
OF GOLD BRICKS. 


Judge Is Ptactically Put on 
Trial Before a Committee 


of the Chicago Bar 
Association. 


QUESTIONED FOR HOURS. 


Admits Investing in Worthless 
Schemes, Getting Friends In, 
Then Trying to Reim- 
purse Them. 


Judge Arthur H. Chetlain, who for thirteen 
years has sat on the Superior court bench, 
himself was on trial yesterday. 

His hearing on charges of conduct unbe- 
coming a judge began before the judiciary 
committee of the Chicago Bar association in 
Judge Grosscup’s courtroom in the federal - 
building. 

The judge was a ‘witness all the afternoon, 
and again in the evening, for the importanee 
of the inquiry Into matters that were believed 
to have bearing on his judicial office causeda 

At the outset the bar association commit- 
tee insisted that it was not a trial, but an in- 
quiry, or in tion, and that no charges 
had been made. In effect, however, it was 
nothing more or less than a severe arraign- 
ment and trial, and Judge Chetlain’s position 
on the bench will Gepend to a great extent 
upon the outcome. 


Inquiry Is Far Reaching. . 
. The committee of five, sitting en bane, 
began a rigid and far reaching inquiry inte =| 
the peculiar business connections and trang- —_ 
actions of Judge Cheétlain, which have © 
aroused widespread criticism begause of his 
judicial, position. 

The inquiry was made at the judge's own 
request, following the exposure of the re- 
markable circumstance that his personal 
notes to the amount of $1,200 had been In poge 
session of Nathan T. Brenner, a business 
partner of former City Clerk William Loeff- 
ler at a time when Loeffler was defendant in — 
the Illinois tunnel case. The tunnel indict- 
ments were quashed by Judge Chetlain, 
Loeffier being one of the beneficiaries. The 
hearing, also at the judge’s request, was 


public. 
_ Tnquiry to Drag Along. 

The investigation inyolves, in addition te 
the tunnel case, Judge Chetlain’s connection 
with shady mining corporations and planta- 
tion schemes, a cemetery association, and 
other corporations, beginning from the period 
of his first election as judge, in 1898. It will 
last several days, perhaps weeks. Adjourn- 
ment was taken last night until next Monday, 

The first day's session made the judge 
look like an indiscreet person, pre pa 
one of his attorneys. That was not the ex-_ 
pression that the attorney used, but it will 
have toanswer. He maintained that nothing 
reflecting on the judge’s judicial contest had 
been introduced. 


Weakness for “High Finance.” 
These were the principal points brought 
out by the judge’s own admissions, showing 
an unfortunate weakness for “ high finance.” 
The judge was connected with a New Mexican 
mining company in 1900 or 1901. A mine was 


bought but never worked. Philetus Smith wag as 


one of his associates: The judge declined t 
give the names of\the others. 

The judge is an officer of the Rayon Mining com- 
pany, promoted by James J. West, with offices 
in the Marquette building. He pald $5,500 for 
$50,000 face value of stock. Justice Chott also 
has an interest in the company . 


Judge Chetilain issued the habeas corpus writ for a 


the release of Lioyd J. Smith, secretary of 
the Rayon Mining company, who was indicted 
in connection with the issuance of worthless 
warehouse receipts. Judges. Edward F. Dunne 
and Gibbons, sitting with Judge Chetlain es 
banc, heard the petition for habeas corpus. 

The judge was an officer in the Mount Auburs 
cemetery association, which sold stock but 
never materialized as a burying ground. 

He is a director of the Chicago {International com- 
pany, which has a rubber plantation 125 miles 
from Vera Cruz but could not remember whether 
he was its secretary. This is another of James 
J. West's companies. 

Became one of the backers of the Porto Rico Gola 
Mining company with Henry D. Sayer and Ray 
A. Wright of 258 West Twelfth street, New York. 
Later induced his friends to put money Into @ 
hardware company scheme of Sayer & Wright. 
When scheme proved gold brick, Judge gave notes 
to his friends to reimburse them, and $19,500 of © 
notes are now outstanding, 

Judge was interested with George H. Carr, former 
traffic manager of the Erie road, 4 man named 
Egan, and Attorney Frank H. Culver in an en- 
terprise for publishing a shipper’s guide In 1900, 
Invested $1,600 and got back $1,250 when the 
thing failed to pay. 

It is alleged that in al) of these companies the 
judge was interested on account of the influence 
his reputation and position would have on pro@e- 
pective purchasers of stock. There will he. > 
troduced the testimony of E. C. Ware, who as- 
gerts that he bought $10,000 worth of stock tp 
one of West's companies on Judge Chetiain’s 
indorsement of Weat. 

Hearing Starts at 3 O’Clock. 

The hearing was set for 2 o'clock, but & 
was nearly 8 when itstarted. M. W. Hacker, 
one of the judiciary committee, resigned for 
personal reasons, and Chairman Leasing - 
Rosenthal had to do a good deal of telephon- 
ing before he could find a substitute. 
Clarence A. Burley finally consented to act. 
The other@three members of the committee 
were Azel F. Hatch, J. H. Defrees, and Wal- 
ter S. Holden. They occupied a row of five 
easy chairs, with Mr. Rosenthal as presiding 
officer in the center. 

Jesse A. Baldwin, acting counsel for the 
committee, was one of the first toarrive with 
a formidable leather file cage containing data 
concerning Judge Chetiain and his numerous 
companies. _He was assisted by John L. 
Fogle. 

Judge Chetlain arrived in company With 
his attorneys, John S&S. Miller and James M. 
Sheean, and took a seat at the long table 
on the left. The judge wore a blue serge suit 
that needed pressing. He did not appear © 
much worried, and greeted a number of his” 
friends pleasantly. Afterwards, when he 
took the stand, he was nervous enough under 
the questioning of Attorney Baldwin. 


Some Interested Spectators. 

There weren't more than haif a .dosen 
auditors. aside from lawyers who dropped in 
out of curiosity. Among those present were 
several persons who had invested in some of 
the judge's companies and got stung. One 
of them was BE. C. Ware. Just outeide the 
railing, near the main entrance, sat a middie 
aged woman in widow's weeds who took 
notes on some of the evidence. Several times 
she smiled as if she was getting considerable - 
satisfaction out of the hearing, and every- 
body wondered who &he was. She finally 
eaid she was Mrs. M. J. Russell of 6020 Stew- 
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- art avenue, and that through Judge Chetlain 
she had lost a lot of money years ago. 

“Just wait till October,” said she, “and 
you will see impeachment proceedings start- 
e@ against Judge Chetlain.” . 

She said that in 1887 she had intrusted 
Judge Chetlain with the collection of a note 
for $3,000; that he had collected. $2,400 and 
‘kept $1,500 as his fee. She had a lot more 
to tell, but it wasn’t a good place to tell it, 
she thought. - 

Attorney Sheehan came over to the report- 
ers afterward and sald: 

“Do you know that she sued the judge 
for that money and lost the suit?’ ; 

James J. West, large and prosperous look- 
ing and wearing a nearly white outing suit, 
came in late in the afternoon and was an in- 
terested auditor when his own operations 
were under scrutiny. 


Seeks to Limit the Inquiry. 

the beginning of the proceedings At- 
torney Miller produced the correspondence 
that had passed between himself and Mr. 
Baldwin as representative of the bar associ- 
ation committee, and made it plain that his 
idea of his client was that the only matter 
that required any investigation wae the 
IHinois Tunnel case.

The suggestion,that the judge 
bring in checks, notes and stock credits or 
enything that has any bearing on transac- 
tions since he has become judge seems 
broader than was originally intended.’’ 

Attorney Baldwin called attention to the 

. fact that the committee could not compel 
the attendance of witnesses and the investi- 
gation of necessity would have to be governed 
a ge déal on the evidence Judge Chetilain 
himself would produce. 


Already Tried by Public Opinion. 

“This is an unusual proceeding," said he. 
“It is not acriminal proceeding, devolving on 
the bar association to present indictments 
and specifications. It is an investigation 
with the subject matter not fully determined. 
Judge Chetlain desires. to know whether he 
is guilty of conduct unbecoming a judge. 
The investigation may not develop that he 
has been guilty of any penal crime, but it 
ie necessary to go into many transactions to 
determine whether he can or cannot fairly 
and impartially try the cases that come be- 
‘fore him - 

“He has had a large number of financial 
obligations hawked from one broker. to an- 
other. Some notes have fallen into the hands 
of litigants and others representing liti- 

“gants: It is a question as to why a judge 
with a liberal salary should go into such 

Transactions or how far. Judge Chetlain is 
connected with various corporations in which 
he has owned stock and bartered stock. He 
already has been tried before the bar of pub- 
He ‘opinion. Now, why should there be any 
opposition to his being heard before the bar 
atsociation, which will exonerate him if he 
has done no wrong. He has asked for this 
opportunity, and I don’t believe the ques- 
tions should be scanned too closely for the 
purpose of eliminating those of a personal 
character.” 


Miller Resents the Statement. 

This was pretty strong language, and it 

‘Was resented by Mr. Miller, who said: 

“I dcen’t know what the counsel means by 

saying Judge Chetlain has been tried by pub- 

‘ He opinion. I don’t know how ceunsel learns 
this. I didn’t know he had been tried before 
anywhere.” 

He insisted that Judge Chetlain should be 

- taformed of the scope of the inquiry before 
he went on the witness stand. Chairman 
Rosenthal said the committee wanted to be 
fair and that neither the judge nor counsel 
should be taken by surprise, and that Judge 

Chetlain could at any time refresh his mem- 
ory with notes or consult his lawyers,before 

’ replying. He thought, however, the Investi- 
son should be broad and avoid technicali- 
ties. 

Baldwin Outlines Scope of Inquiry. 

With this understanding Attorney Baldwin 
outlined the matters that he intended to in- 
vestigate, as follows: 

Judge Chetlain’s connection with various cor- 
porations, mining and otherwise, and whether 
he had interested others or used his influence in 
their promotion. 

His solicitation of lawyers and others to take 
up his promissory notes. 

His methods of appointing receivers and guar- 
Gians ad litem. 

Interference with his judicial duties these other 
enterprises have caused. 

His continuing to appoint as receiver a person 
after that person had been shown gulity of 
conduct unbecoming an officer of the court.

Denison, William Loeffler, James West, and An.« 
thony R. Sliverstein.

Reticent About West. 


Considerable questioning as to West's hold- 
ings in the company at intervals during the 
afternoon failed to reveal anything definite. 
The judge did not appear to want to have 
anything to say about West or his operations. 
Once he said he thought West owned $250,- 
000 in the company. West appeared to run 
it although he was not a director or an offi- 
cer, as nearly as the judgé could recollect. 

** Judge, do you mean to say that you have 
been connected with the company all these 
years and don't know who the officers are?’ 
co Baldwin. ‘‘ You are stilla stockholder, 
areée’t you?” 


‘Yes. I hold 50,000 shares, but I don’t 
know whether the shares are worth $1 each 
or $10,’" replied the judge. 

“ Have you that stock with you?’ 

“Yes,” said the judge simply, “‘I have it 
in my pocket,’’ and without a smile he pulled 
out a bunch of the certificates from his hip 
pocket.. 4 

There was considerable q@uriosity among 
the committee regarding this stock. It Was 
passed around and comment was made on 
the fact that the name of Lloyd J. Smith ap- 
peared as secretary and J. H. Talmage as 
vice’ president. 

“Wasn't this man Smith indicted once?’ 
asked Chairman Rosenthal. 

“Yes, he represented the Gould and Sage 
interests here and was indicted for the al- 
leged illegal issuance of warehouse receipts,” 
said the judge. ‘‘I was one of three judges 
sitting en banc who released Smith on habeas 
corpus proceedings because the charge 
against him was not acriminal one. Judge 
Gibbons and Judge Dunne were the other two 
judges.”’ . 

‘So after Smith was convicted he took an 
appeal to you and was released on habeas 
corpus,’’ commented Baldwin. 


Resents an Insinuation. 


“ You are insinuating something irregular,” 
said Judge Chetlain, taking prompt offense. 
‘““T don’t approve of it myself. At this time I 
was not on friendly terms. with Smith. He 
wanted me to appoint Herman Wickersham 
commimssioner of Lincoln park, who after- 
wards absconded as master in chancery. 
When I refused there was a coldness be- 
tween us.”’ A 

P. H. O'Donnell was one of Smith's at- 
torneys, Judge Chetlain said. The committee 
asked the judge if Talmadge had not been 
invelved in some legal proceedings. The 
judge could not recall that he had. 

The stock certificates also indicated that 
Justice Chott had been interested in the min- 
ing venture. Judge Chglain said that his 
acquaintance with Chott ted from the time 
that he was in the city corporation counsel’s 
office. As far as he could tell there wes not 
$50,000 invested in the entire enterprise, 
though the capital stock was $1,000,000. He 
mentioned the name of John R. Darroch, 
original owner of the mining property. 

Baldwin asked him if the property was not 
inaccessible. 

**Not at all,” said the judge. “It is 200 
miles west of Chilhuahua. He admitted that 
at the time of its purchase it had been re- 
mote. He could not recall whether a firm of 
brokers was interested in the sale of stock or 
how the stock was sold. He said he had only 
attended a few directors’ meetings. 

" Who was the company’s legal counsel?’ 
was asked. 

**Ido not know. I don’t think it had one.”’ 

“No one except a jude on the bench,” 
commented Baldwin, dryly. 

“ Better omit that,” interposed Attorney 
Miller. 

“Yes. You'd better omit that,’’ repeated 
Judge Chetlain, his fingers twitching nerv- 
ously. ' 

Going back to the matter of his being ‘a 
director, the judge said: 

. ne Yes, I was a director—but not for publica- 
on.’”’ 
Tells of Cemetery Project. 


In the Mount Auburn Cemetery association 
Judge Chetlain said John H. Curtis, H. W. 
Wisler, and W. H. Gray, the last formerly 
president of the Western Life Indemnity as- 
sociation, which got into considerable trouble 
a few months ago, were interested with him. 
Its object was to locate a cemetery on Ogden 
avenue, but the residents of Riverside and 
Lyons objected before the company was 
thoroughly organized. Some stock had been 
sold, Judge Chetlain said, but he couldn't 
remember who bought it. He was to have 
invested $5,000, but did not, although he ad. 
mitted he was an officer of the company and 
attended township meetings in that capacity 
during efforts to secure the consent of prop- 
erty owners to the location of the graveyard. 
He said he might have been president, but 
could not remember. ' 


Rubber Plantation a ‘‘Cash’’ Deal. 


“The Chicago International company,”’ 
said Judge Chetlain, “‘ has a rubber planta- 
tion of 12,000 acres. It is capitalized for 
$100,000 and the land is worth more than 
that. There are rubber trees on it. Some- 
times you will find rubber trees in Mexico 
in a wild state. I own $5,000 worth of shares: 
they actually cost me $4,800.’ 

The judge said that he had bought the 
shares from West and they represented 
“cash " transactions. He didn't explain this 
with the clearness that the investigation de- 
manded, as there was a running account 
with West for legal services that was includ- 
ed in the “ cash '’—something like $1,000, the 
judge thought. Dr. Frank T. Crane had 
bought $5,000 worth of stock in this company, 
Judge Chetiain said, but he could not remem- 
ber the names of other stockholders. 

An effort to show that five Muncie, Ind., 
‘men had been given an option on $40,000 
worth of stock in the company for 10 per 
cent of the par value was unsuccessful. 

These Muncie people formerly were inter- 
ested in the San Diego Mining company 
that E. C. Ware lost $10,000 in, as he says, on 
Judge Chetlain’s recommendation. It is un- 
derstood that by an agreement with West 
they were given an option ‘of transferring 
their holdings to the rubber plantation com- 
pany. Judge Chetlain said he went into the 


company four years ago and had kept away 
from its office in the Marquette building ever 
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since, although he was an officer—perhaps 
secretary—but could not remember. 

In response to inquiries as to how he had 
paid for the stock in the Chicago Interna- 
tional company, Judge Chetlain said that 
he banked in the Chicago National and the 
Hamilton bank, but ‘* most of the time in my 
pocket.”"” Hesaid he did not pay for the stock 
by check but by money out of his pocket. 

At the opening of the evening sersion 
Judge Chetlain was asked to explain how 
the values of the Internaticnal Rubber com- 
pany were fixed. He said that had been 
done at a conference with Mr. Rosel, a Mex- 
ican interested, and Mr. West. The judge 
said he did not know the directors of the 
concern, and when asked to go into further 
details said: he did not want to unless it was 
necessary. 

Attorney Miller asked the intention of the 
prosecution, and Mr. Baldwin said he ex- 
pected to prove that stock had been sold on 
the representations of Judge Chetlain. Judge 
Chetiain admitted that he had acted as sec- 
retary of the company, signing stock certifi- 
cates and making statements to the auditor. 


Discovers a Good Thing.

Tries to Get In Some Good Men. 

“ After this exposé we reorganized the gold 
mining company and pooled the stock. I 
tried to get some good men into it and had 
Campbell Allison made president, W. W. 
D’Armand, assistant corporation counsel, 
secretary, and John B. Ahrens one of the 
directors. This company has paid no divi- 
dends. There have been no prospectuses 
unless one was issued in New York before I 
became connected with it.”’ 

At this stage Mr. Baldwin presented a 
prospectus with Judge Chetlain’s name as 
director on the corner. The judge said he 
knew nothing of this until after it was 
done. 

“They made me a director without my 
knowledge,’’ he said. ‘* Mr. Reed, who had 
borrowed $1,000 of me, was responsible for 
this.’’

He was asked if 
he meant Assistant State’s Attorney Fred 
Fake, but would not say. Mr. Miller denied 
that it was Fred Fake. 

For the expense of this trip, it appears, 
each member of. the syndicate was assessed 
in proportion to his holdings. This money 
was gathered in by Wright and Sayer, who 
promptly made themselves scarce. Judge 
Chetlain, again feeling responsible, refunded 
this money to his misguided friends. 

Further cross questioning on the transfer 
of the $7,500 from the assets of the gold com- 
pany to pay the Habilities of the hardwood 
company brought out that the check was 
drawn on the Chicago National bank when 
he had no funds there.

DESPITE POLICE. 


Careless Youths Imperil Lives 
with but Little Legal 
Restraint. 


SMALL FINES ARE LEVIED. 


Thirteen Persons Are Arrested, 
One for Shooting Mar’ 
‘ with Rifle.

Mayor Dunne’s proclamation calling for the 
arrest and punishment of persons violating 
the ordinance providing for the exclusion of 
dangerous features from the forthcoming 
fourth of July celebration is being enforced 
only in a desultory way. 

From appearances yesterday, unless the 
sworn executors of the law are more severe, 
there will be the usual number of premature 
explosions. Even the deadly cap pistol, 
against which the law is direeted most 
stringently, will mark down its victims with 
little legal interference. 

Early in the morning the popping of fire- 
crackers ‘in back yards and alleys and the 
reports of torpedoes placed on street car 
tracks in defiance of the law could be heard 
on all sides ofthe city. The policemen whose 
duty it is to”lock up the reckless celebrants 
did not succeed in rounding more than half 
a dozen prisoners of this character between 
sunrise and nightfall. One man was shot 
in the ear by a careless boy using a ball 


cartridge in a rifle. 


Thirteen Arrests Are Reported. 

A report purporting to show that thirteen 
arrests had been made was given out by 
Chief Collins in the afternoon. 

No names were given in the report. Some 
of the cases had been settled in the police 


| courts by low fines.

REPORT OF PROSECUTOR REVEALS 
ASSAULTS ON UNION MEN. 


Employers’ Association Continues 
War Against Ruffanism in the 


ecuted—Increase in Outbreaks of 
Violence Is Noted Despite Absence 
of Important Strikes—-Two Mem-~ 
bers of “Camera Squad” Indicted. 


An unprecedented outbreak of “ slugging.” 
and labor violence has been in progress in 
Chicago during the last seven months. This 
condition has existed despite the fact that 
there have been no important strikes to fur- 
nish incentives for assaults upon nonunion 
men. Dozens of cases in which nonunionists 
have been injured have not been made public 


by the police. 

This is the substance of a remarkable re- 
port mede yesterday to the Employers’ asso- 
clation by its attorney, Dudley Taylor. Tne 
report covers a period from December to 
June, inclusive. In that time seventy cases 
of lawbreaking by union men have been 
prosecuted by Mr. Taylor. Of this number 
thirty-five were for assault, twenty-nine for 
disorderly conduct or interference with non- 
union workmen, while in six cases union of- 
fenders were placed under peace bonds for 
threats against nonunionists. 


Minor Crimes Charged to Unions. 

The statistics prepared by Mr. Taylor are 
said to cover only the,more flagrant exam- 
ples of violence. No less than forty other 
breaches ofthe law of a minor character aré 
charged up to the unione by the employers’ 
legal department since Dec. 1. Instances of 
arrests for violations of injunctiong by pick- 
eting also are omitted. 

Indictments against eight of the worst of- 
fenders were secured. Fjines amounting to 
$1,308 were levied in other cases by justices 
of the peace and Criminal court judges. 

Claseffied according to months Mr. Taylor's 
report shows that there were twelve casés 
of labor violence in December, eight in Jan- 
vary, six in February, eleven in March, nine 
im April, sixteen in May, and eight in June. 

“The figures show a surprising condition 
of affairs in this city,”’ Mr. Taylor said. 

A corps of attorneys hag been kept busy 
handling the prosecutions, which have been 
in charge of the legal department of the Em- 
ployers’ association since the first of the 
year, and it is said the staff will have to be 
increased {f lawbreaking by labor continues.

FOUL BAKESHOPS. 


Conditions Rival Those Dis- 
covered in Worst of the _ 
Packing Houses. 


DARK CELLARS; BAD AIR. 


City Sanitary Department Prom- 
~ ises General Shakeup in 
the Industry. 


Men sleeping beside their ovens and pastry 
tables, toilet rooms ventilating into basement 
bakeries, Jack of washing facilities and of 
signs warning the employés about cleanli- 
ness—these wére some of the things found by 
Chief Sanitary Inspector Hedrick in an in- 
vestigation which he has begun into the mul- 
titudinous bakeshops of Chicago. 

While the work has only begun, the discov- 
erles made by Inspector Dudiey in two days 
spent exploring the bakeries on the north- 
west side promise a thorough shaking up for 
an in@ustry that has nestled undisturbed in 
basements and too frequently, it is claimed. 
with insanitary and filthy surroundings 
rivaling those found in the weret of the pack- 
ing houses. 

At present the entire staff of the sanitary 
bureay, with the exception of Inspector Dud- 
ley, Is at work among the packing houses. 
Mr. Hedrick declared that he intended té 
put them upon the bakery investigation as 
soon as they completed their duties of in- 
spection and supervision in the yards. Even 
with his entire force, he said it might prove 
an all summer's job. 


Pies Made at Barn Door. 

The first place visited by Inspector Dudley 
was the big Connecticut pie factory of the 
Moody & Waters company, 283 and 291 West 
Congress street. Here the inspector found 
an open door connecting the main pie build- 
ing with the barn. This was ordered sealed 
up on account of the danger of disease from 

es. 

Wooden floors of the apple room on the 
second floor * needed scrubbing.” The toilet 
room for the day women workers ventilated 
into the workroom where the fruit was han- 
died. Another toilet room had no ventilation 
at all. Wash basins wete ordered put in 
thege rooms, Cuspidors and wash basins 
were also ordered for the storage room in 
the basement. In general, however, the con- 
ditions were declared good as regarded light, 
ventilation, and cleanliness. 


Small Bake Shops “Insanitary.” 


But when the inspector branched off ina 
northwesterly direction among the small 
neighborhood bakeries along Grand and Mil- 
waukee avenues and West Division street his 
report book began to bristle with items and 
orders. 

Columbus bakery, 457 Grand avenue, was 
found inan “ insanitary ” condition. 

“The floors need cleaning and the ceiling 
and side walls need limewashing,” says the 
report. ‘“ Of the two closetsin the place, one 
is ventilated by a stove pipe and the other 
has no ventilation at all. The sink needs re- 
pair and the ice box needs cleaning.”’ 

Mick Kircoff’s bakery at 115 West Huron 
street was found in a similar condition. 

“The toilet room needs repairing at once. 
The rear of the shop contains three beds used 
as a sleeping place. This practice must be 
stopped.”’ 

Nils Jorgensen’s shop at 199 West Erie 
street will have to have a radical cleaning up: 

* Floors wooden, badiy in need of cleaning. 
Ceilings and side walls should have several 
coats of limewashing. The pastry tables need 
cleaning and repairing. Ventilation fair.” 

At the bakery of John Wilson Jr. at 406 
Grand avenue the inspector found a wash 
room ventilating into the bakery room, the 
latter being in the basement. This was or- 
dered changed, the whole place to be given 
a coat of disinfectant lime wash. 


Cuspidors and Signs Ordered. 

Frank Smejkal, 181 West Division street, 
was told to put up signe ordering his men 
to wash their hands whenever they returned 
to work. Corners of the floor were found to 
be buried under accumulations of dirt and 
the whole place, it was said, needed scrub- 
bing. 

John Wilson, 382 Grand avenue, was told 
to put in cuspidors and signs regarding 
cleanliness. He was found busy scrubbing 
out his place and protested that he had in- 
tended to whitewash the walls. 

Ortlepp Brothers’ bakeshop, at 279 Grand 
avenue, was found to have no wash basin for 
, the use of the employés. 

Charles Hubner’s piace, at 328 Milwaukee 
avenue, was described as follows: 

“Floor in bad repair and needs cleaning; 
Mght and ventilation good; place needs 
whitewashing, however. Ceiling should be 
repaired and the pestry tables cleaned. The 
catch basin needs cleaning and repairing.’’ 

He found no lavatories at all at the Boye- 
sen Baking company, 301-5 Milwaukee ave- 
nue. 

“The place needs toilet facilities and a 
general cleaning up. Its light and ventila- 
tion Is OU. K.”

Comparatively little fault was found with 
the remaining six places inspected.

“These places,”’ said Chief Inspector Hed- 
rick, ‘“‘are hard to control on account of 
their numbers. A neighborhood bakery 
starts up, flourishes for a few months, and 
drops out, to try again somewhere else. We 
have been able to keep a close surveillance 
upon the large bakeries, most of which, for 
that matter, have found it paid, in advertis- 
ing, to keep their places in an attractive 
condition. But the big fellows, after all, do 
not feed as many thousand people as the 
bakeries catering to the neighborhood de- 
mand. We shall make a concentrated effort 
to bring them up to the departmental stan- 
dards regarding light, .ventilation, cleanii- 
ness, and the conditions surrounding the em- 
ployés. If we ever get them to that point it 
will be much easier Handling them there-

New York, July 2.—[Special.]J—The New 
York Life Insurance company’s special in- 
vestigating committee, composed of Thomas 
P. Fowler, Norman B. Ream,’ Hiram R. 
Steele, Col. A. G. Paine, and Clarence H. 
Mackay, submitted its final report to the 
company’s board of trustees today. Accom- 
panying the regular report was a special re- 
port in answer to a demand by-the policy 
holders that suits be brought against the 
trustees responsible for the losses sustained 
in certain transactions disclosed before the 
Armstrong legislative committee. 

The New York Life investigators absolved 
George W. Perkins and the other members of 
| the company’s finance committee from any 

liability for the transactions criticised. The 
finance committee’s management of the af- 
fairs of the confpany generally is sustained, 
the findings in some cases being Mrectly op- 
posed to those of the state investigators.

New Light on $800,000 Deal. 
One of the transactions made a subject of 
special investigation by the Fowler commit- 
tee was the gale by the New York Life to J. 
P. Morgan & Co. of $800,000 International 
Mercantile Marine bonds and their repur- 
chage at tne same price two days later, the 
company’s report to the state superintendent 
having been made in the meantime. This 
transaction furnished the basis of work by 
the Armstrong committee, and Mr. Perkins 
was examined several times in regard to it. 
The Armstrong committee found in itsreport 
that “‘there was mo bona fide sale, that the 
whole purpose of the transaction was to con- 
ceal the extent of the company’s interest in 
the navigation syndicate.”’ 

The Fowler committee's findings contain 
an explanation of the repurchase of the bonds 
not given at the Armstrong inquiry. The 
Fowler committee says that in 1902 the New 
York Life applied for participation of $5,000,- 
000 in the navigation syndicate and was 
allotted $4,000,000. Of this amount $3,200,000 
was called that year. The following year 
$800,000 more was called and paid for. 
Though there was no formal action by the 
finance committee respecting the disposition 
of this $800,000 interest, it was the under- 
standing of the committee that if it could 
be disposed of to advantage it should be sold. 
On Dec. 31, 1908, G. W. Perkins, then chair- 
man -of the finarice committee, informed Mr. 
Randolph, treasurer of the company, that for 
J. P. Morgan & Co., of which firm Mr. Per- 
kins is a member, he would purchase $800,000 
interest at par. The report then details the. 
various transactions and adds: 

“Your committee is advised by counsel and 
reports that there was no liability on the 
part of Perkins or any officer or trustee in 
connection with these transactions.” 


STATE OFFICIAL ON TRIAL 
FOR ALLEGED BRIBE ATTEMPT 


Secretary Houser of Wisconsin Is Ar- 
raigned as Result of Charges Made by 
Insurance Commissioner Host. 
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Madison, Wis., July 2.—[Special.]—The 
tria] of Secretary of State Houser, charged 
| with attempted bribery by Insurance Com- 
missioner Host, began this afternoon, The 
complaint charges that June 16, 1908, Houser 
handed Host a typewritten copy of the de- 
cision desired by the Equitable Insurance 
company of New York in the litigation over 
the question of the annual division of the 
surplus. In consideration of a favorabie 
decision, it is claimed, the Equitable agreed 
to contribute $2,000 to the republican cam- 
paign fund. Houser said the slip of paper 
in question was handed him by “‘ Bob” Lus- 
combe, a lobbyist, and that in handing it to 
Host he acted without guilty intent. Lus- 
combe may be produced for trial. A year 
ago Luscombe was taken to a sanitarium 
in Michigan and it was reported he had died 
there. but it is said he is alive and will be 
apprehended. 

Attorney Jones admitted that Luscombe, 
the Equitable Life Assurance society attor- 
ney, had called on Mr. Houser at his office 
in the capitol and left a piece of paper with 
the request that he take it to Mr. Host. Mr. 
Houser carried the paper to Mr. Host, the 
attorney said, but had not said anything 
about a contribution of $2,000 by the Equita- 
ble to the republican eampaign fund. The 
defense would contradict, Mr. Host’s state- 
ment by Mr. Houser and Attorney Genera] 
Sturdevant, declared Attorney Jones.

Judge Decides Illegal Increase Ordered 
by the Catholic Mutual Benefit 
Association. 


Buffalo, N. Y., July 2.—A decision declar- 
ing null and void the raising of rates in the 
Catholic Mutual Benefit association was 
handed down by‘ Justice White in the Su- 
preme court today in the case of Michael 
Dowdall against the supreme councll of the 
cM. B. A. Dowdall brought suit to re- 
cover the amount of money paid into the 
treasury of the C. M. B. A. since Jan. 1, 19064, 
in excess of the rate paid by him previpus 
to that time. The increase. was adopted by 
the supreme council at the 1903 convention, 
which was held in Pittsburg. Justice White 
holds ‘that the certificate of insurance is a 
eontract and that the rates announced In 
the certificate cannot be increased.

Another Transaction O. K’d. 


Another much talked of transaction passed 
on by the Fowler committee was the Mexican 
Central railway bond transaction, that oc- 
curred in June, 1904. This transaction, the 
Armstrong investigators found, was not 
bréught before the company’s finance com- 
mittee, and the check did not pass through 
the New York Life accounts. The Fowler 
committee absolves Perkins from all blame. 
In reference to the transaction of the New 
Orleans Railways company securities, which 
resulted in a net loss to the New York Life 
of $320,000, the Fowler committee findings 
differ from those of the Armstrong com- 
mittee. The latter committee found thatthe 
purchase by the New York Life of the New 
Orleans interests was Influenced by the argu- 
ment that the New York Life had made an 
advantageous sale of the holdings in the trust 
company to the trust company, and that the 
transaction was carried through, apparently, 
with no other object than to assist the New 
York Security and Trust company, and those 
interested in it. ‘‘ This was an investment 
wholly without justification,” said the Arm- 
strong report. 

The New York Life investigators say that 
in their judgment there is no basis on facts 
for those claims and assertions. 


Still Hold Collier Bonds. 
In reference to thetransaction of the 
tnited Colliers bonds of. 1902, which the 


Armstrong committee claimed had been dis- 
posed of through a nominal sale to J. P. 
Morgan & Co. of London so they would not 
be disclosed in the 1908 statement to the state 
superintendent, the report says merely that 
they had been transferred to the nonledger 
assets and are now in the hands of agents 
of the company for sale when a fair price c-.n 
be realized. $8 cad 

The report, speaking of the general work 
of the finance committee, says that in five 
years, from 1901 to 1905 inclusive, the pur- 
chases of securities amounted to $291,062,704 
and the sales to $101,587,819, besides redemp- 
tions of maturing securities. The profits 
realized from sales and syndicates were 
$8,642,695. The total losses in the same 
period amounted only to $577,680, which in- 
clude all the cases mentioned above. 

The total expense of conducting the com- 
pany’s business for the year 1905, after de- 
ducting the amount paid for insurance, taxes, 
and investment expenses, were 19.95. per cent 
of the premium Income for the year. The 
committee recommends the immediate re- 
organization of the company’s working force. 
That force is adapted to writing an annual 
new business of $300,000,000 and the new 
laws limit the total for any year to half that 
amount. 

Cardinal Gibbons Resigns.

TRUST HELD TO ANSWER. 


District. Attorney Develops at Hear- 
ing That Exchange Fixed Arbitrary 
Price on Product, Then Saw That 
Its Sehedule Was Enforced by «4 
Grievance Committee—Pliea of the 
Manufacturers That Natural Ice Is 
Searce Thoroughly Exploded. 


PHILADELPHIA—Moembers of the ice trust held 
to answer; district attorney shows that ex- 
change arbitrarily fixed prices and grievance 
committee forced their observance. 
TOLEDO—<Attorneys of icemen fined and sentenced 
to jail for contempt of court. 

NEW YORK—Board of aldermen adopt resolution 
to investigate ice trust for purposes of prosecu- 
tion, 

INDIANAPOLIS—Entire force of state prosecu- 
tor’s office engaged in hunting evidence against 
members of the ice trust. 


Philadelphia. Pa., July 2.—[Special.]—Upon 
evidence furnished by Philadelphia newspa- 
pers thirteen members of the local ice trust 
were held in $1,500 bail each by Magistrate 
Eisenbrown. 

John C. Bell, who for the first time since he 
became district attorney, conducted the pre- 
liminary examination, developed the com- 
mittee on grievance, and arbitration was 
really the moving power of the trust. The 
price committee fixed prices, the exchange 
ratified them, and the grievance committee 
saw that they were observed by every dealer 
under the domination and control of the 
trust. Meanwhile, the poor, unable to pay 
the price of the trust, suffered. 


Prices Arbitrarily Fixed. 
It was developed at the hearing that the 
Philadelphia exchange, for the last four 
ye . bas been fixing an arbitrary price on 
ice tO copsumers and that any member who 
cenessthe edict of the exchange would have 
beer& held accountable. 
Th@pughout the hearing the ice barons 
dwelticontinually on the scarcity ofice. One 
of their attorneys complained because the 
distriét attorney had not arrested every 
member of the exchange. Attorney Bell 
made no concealment of the reasons. 
‘‘T wanted only the colossal icebergs,” he 
declared. 
‘The Supreme court has said,” declared 
District Attorney Bell, ‘‘ that society and 
criminals are at war, and it is as proper to 
hunt criminals in ambush as it is to fight 
them in the open.” 


Attorney Makes Good Showing. 
What the district attorney showed was: 
That the object of the ice exchange was 
to establish uniform prices and rates among 
dealers. 

That efforts were made to avoid all com- 
petition. 

That all defendants sold at prices fixed 
by the exchange. 

That the supply from Pocono mountains 
was only 20 per cent less than last year. 
This last point—that natural supply was 
only decreased by 20 per cent—was regarded 
as most important, in view of the fact that 
the trust has been complaining that helf 
the natural supply had been cut off. It was 
shown by testimony yesterday that the sup- 
ply of manufactured ice has been increased 
to a point where it practically neutralizes 
the searcity of natural ice. 

Prison for Ice Men’s Lawyers. 
Toledo, O., July 2.—[Special.]—Judge Kin- 
kade today made good his threat that he 
would take further action on the sensational 
motions filed by Clarence Brown and Thomas 
Tracy on Friday for the release of the ice 
men convicted of conspiracy, in which they 
charged the court with misconduct, when he 
sentenced each to ten days in jail for con- 
tempt, and fined Alexander Smith, another 
attornéy, $250 for the. same offense. Kin- 
kade, however, suspended sentence until 
July 5, to give the attorneys time to take 
the case to the Circuit court, which meets at 


that time. 


After Gotham Ice Men, Too. 
New York, July 2.—[{Special.]J~—The board 
of aldermen spent some time today consid- 
ering whether they should ask District At- 
torney Jerome to prosecute the heads of 
the American Ice company on charges of 
conspiracy to maintain exorbitant prices.

Bennett Defends Campion. 

Aid. Bennett was next to take the floor in 
defense of Campion.

His engineers testified 
that they had picked out the type of engine 
the city wanted. The Nott company refused 
to bid on the specifications, but did bid on 
its own type of engine.

Thinks Campion an Honest Man. 


So far not a word had been said for the 
mayor's side of the case, but, finally, Ald.

**I did say in the committee,” he began in 
reply to Chairman Hunt’s statemént, “ that 
I believed John Campion was an honest man.

Through all the debate ran the intimation, 
sometimes strongly made and sometimes 
only hinted, that the charges against Cam- 
pion had been cooked up simply as an excuse 
to remove him. Chairman Hunt of the com- 
mittee said openly that if the mayor simply 
had stated that he wanted another fire mar- 
shaland removed Campion on frank grounds 
there would have been no protest.

Wile the appointment of a successor to 
Mr. Errant did not come as a surprise, there 
was considerable disappointment on the part 
of his friends, who had strongly urged his 
reappointment, and had hoped for success up 
to the iast. They mayor took no action noti- 
fying Mr. Errant of the situatfon, the retiring 
commissioner receiving from the newspaper 
mep in the city hall his first notification of Mr. 
Wenter’s appointment. 
The latter received the following letter 
from the mayor by a special policeman early 
last evening: 
You are hereby appointed as a member of the 
civil service commission of the city of Chicago, 
vice Joseph W. Errant, whose term of office has 
expired. I am informed by Mr. Errant that he has 
some unfinished matters on hand. Will you kindly 
arrange with him as to when you will take office 
and qualify? ; 
Mr. Wenter was one of three candidates 
most frequently mentioned for the place, the 
others being John A. Watson and Frank 
Buchanan of the structural ironworkers.

CITY MULCTED BY COAL MEN, 
SAYS MAYOR’S INVESTIGATOR. 


Fire Department Contracts, He Charges, 
Are Ignored and Substitution of 
Cheaper Grades Is Made. 


Coal contractors are cheating the city out 
of thousands of dollars in the coal which 
they furnish the fire department, accordins 
to James J. Kelley, who was commissioned 
by the mayor to investigate that aspect of 
the fire department management. Mr. Kel- 
ley's report, made to the mayor yestefday, 
condemned as “utterly lax”’ the city's sys- 
tem of handling the fuel supply. 

None of the department houses weighs the 
coal when it is delivered. In few cases does 
the captain know whether the coal delivered 
by the contractor is up to specifications. 
In nine cases out of ten, says Mr. Kelley, 
it is a much cheaper grade, engine house 
No. 10, for instance, having been loaded 
up with a supply of coal unusable on ac- 
count of the large admixture of dirt. 

“Hard coal’’ purchased by the’vfire de- 
partment and paid for at the rate of $8 a 
ton turns out to be “ soft anthracite ’’ worth 
from 75 cents to a doligr less.. He suggests 
that the city sl.ould t accept contracts 
for hard coal at rates so low as to compel 
adulteration. 


FISH DINNERS CAUSE TROUBLE. 


Indiana Game Wardens Are Accused 
of Catching Game in Nets, Vio- 
lating Law. 


The popularity of “fish dinners” among 
residents near Cedar Lake, Ind., has led 
State Game Warden Z. T. Sweeney to bring 
charges against two of his assistants, ac- 
cording to reports from the piscatorial region 
to the east. It is said that the assistants 
have been catching bass and other game fish 
in seine nets and giving them away to 
friends. 

It is the duty of the assistant wardens to 
seine for carp and other undesirable fish. 
They are supposed to throw back all game 
fish that accidentally get im the net. 

But Warden Sweeney is said to be of the 
opinion that his men didnot do much “throw. 
ing back.”’

& Shepard company for the ,use of their 
stone quarries at Gary, but an objection has 
been made to the ordinance on the ground 
that it will pave the way for another rail- 
road into the heart of the city. ; 
The recommendation of the council com- 
mittee yesterday was secured after persist- 
ent efforts of the railroad to secure the fran- 
chise, and the ordinance was revived in order 
to have it passed in the council before the 
summer vacation of the council. 
The ordinance was opposed by Ald. Harris, 
who declared that the city should obtain com- 
pensation from the road, and Ald. Cullerton 
also objected to certain features, although 
he voted to recommend the ordinance. 
When the ordinance was originally intro- 
duced it was opposed by Ald. Zimmer and 
Ald. Uhlir, who objected fo the fifty year 
franchise given by the ordinance, and also 
wanted the street in the Twelfth ward left 
open. The railroad asserted that this could 
not be done, and Ald. Hunter, chairman of 
the committee, later announced that the road

did not want the franchise. ~ “ 


Revived at Last Moment. 

Yesterday, however, at the last moment 
before adjournment, the matter was brought 
up’ again, and Ald. Kohout urged that it 
should be recommended for passage. 

The few ordinance provides for a twenty 
year franchise, and calls for the elevation 
of the tracks at California and Kedzie ave- 
nues. The road also declares that the tracks 
will be elevated over Marshall boulevard. 

Some of the citizens objected to the railroad 
originally, but their property was purchased 
and thig opposition disap red. 

The aldermen voting for the recommenda- 
tions were Ald Cullerton, Siewert, UAlir, 
Harkin, Nowicki, Stewart, Larson, and Ko- 
hout, while those opposing it were Ald. Har- 
ris, Scully, and Powers. 

The ordinance for the vacation of Taylor 
street and stub ends of alleys between Forty- 
sixth and Forty-fifth avenues in the Thirty- 
fourth ward for the Adams & Elting Paint 
and Varnish company, and the Spaulding & 
Merrick Tobacco company, was used as a 
basis for criticism of Ald. Kohout by Ald.

Hepburn, Lacey, Hull, and “ Bob” Cousins 
of the old guard in the Washington delega- 
tion each have fairly earned the right to be 
considered at least as a senatorial possibility. 
The omnipotent Blythe himself is wonder- 
fully popular in the southern counties, and 
he has the state organization in the hollow 
of his hand. 

“Tama Jim ” Wilson, secretary of agricul- 
ture, would make a splendid senator. He 
has made a living, breathing thing out of his 
government department, and probably has 
accomplished more real scientific progress in 
his particular line than any other govern- 
ment officer on*record. He makes a first 
class speech to farmers, is distinctively a 
national quantity, and he possesses qualifica- 
tions in the eyes of politicians not always 
understood by outsiders. He is only a few 
years younger than Senator Allison himself, 
and in the natural course of events would 
create another vacancy before many years, 
go that as a piece of good, practical! politics 
the men who are now counted too young 
to go to the senate naturally would be for 
Wilson. These are candidates whose names 
naturaly would be suggested so far as the 
federal crowd is concerned. 


° Then There Is Cummins. 

And then there is Cummins. Somehow it 
is always that way in Iowa of late years. 
There is the crowd on one side and Cummins 
on the other side, and the funny thing is that 
Cummins seems to win, in spite of his soli- 
tary pcsition and thqunanimity of the power- 
ful opposition he arouses. It may be the 
‘goverror had no idea of such a possibility as 
stepping into the shoes of Senator Allison 
when the right time came. It would be nat- 
ural. however, for him to look forward to 
sucl a contingency, and In that event it 
would be equally natural to keep himself 
before the public by the device he has 
adopted. alts 

It has not been customary to give a third 
term to lowa govetnors. Kirkwood, I believe, 
had a third try at it, but that was after an 
intermission, and politicians don’t count it. 

I can see why it might be considered indis- 
pensable for the political fortunes of Gov. 
Cummins that he should be able to remain in

WALL.STREET AID 


Proceeds of Panama Issue to 
Prevent Usual Flurry 
in the Fall. 


REORGANIZE COMMISSION. 


Engineer Stevens Made Member, 
Though His Salary Is Not 
Increased. 


Washington, D. C.. July 2 —{Special.)—As 
further steps in the construction of the 
Panamacanal, the administration ainounced 
toda¥ a bond issue of $30,000,000, to be used 
in defraying the cost o fthe great waterway, 
and the reorganization of the isthmian cana! 
commission. 

Inquiry at the treasury department devel- 
oped that in selling the bonds Secretary 
Shaw was not actuated by any desire to 
bolster up the treasury at this time or to 
disburse the money to pay the expenses of 
canal construction. The money is to be held 
by the department to support the financial 
market next fall should a crisis occur in Wall 
street. 

There was some surprise expressed over the 
announcement that bonds would be sold, It 
was known the, treasury would be reim- 
bursed on account of canal expenses already 
incurred, but it was understood the bond 
sale would be deferred until late summer 
or early fall. 

The treasury has no need of funds at this 
juncture, having on the largest working 
balance recorded for months. Conditions 
in the big money centers are not considered 
particularly favorable for a bond sale, be- 
cause of the weakness of stocks. Notwith- 
standing these facts the treasury officials 
believe the bonds will sell for as high as 
106. It is not expected any will sell for less 
than 105. The price of United States bonds

“The transaction between Mr. Barnsdall 
and Galy and Guffey,” said Hitchcock, “isa 
direct willful and unlawful violation of the 
conditions of the contract, inasmuch as 
neither Mr. Barnsdall nor Mr. Guffey have 
requested the secretary of the interior or the 
lessor any transfer of the 6,500 acres of 
Cherokee lease, which were transferred by 
the latter to the former, together with other 
leases in the Osage nation, fora considera- 
tion of $1,250,000, while Barnsdall has ad- 
mitted having made a conditional arrange- 
ment with certain parties (whose identity 
he declines to make known) by which he 
had expected to utilize these leases in finan- 
cing his further intended speculative and 
monopolistic operations to. the extent of 
$8,000,000,”’ 

Secretary Hitchcock told the president 
there are wells in Indian Territory that are 
emitting millions of feet of gas per day and 
that it was quite time that this valuable as- 
set of the Indian Territory should be handled 
on business principles and without any refer- 
ence whatever to political considerations, 
So far as Barnsdall’s proposition to furnish 
natural gas to St. Louis, Secretary Hitchcock 
said the proposition falled to give a fair re- 
turn to the Indians for their vested rights.

Secretary Shaw said today he would not in- 
crease federal deposits in national banks 
with any of the money received from the 
bond sale.

Should the conditions of 
the money market justify it some of the out- 
standing bonds of 1907 may be redeemed. 

The government will be called upon next 
year to take care of $116,000,000 worth of 4 
per cent bonde that were issued nineteen 
years ago. They may be redeemed outright or 
converted into 2 per cent bonds, to run for 
twenty or twenty-five years more. In all 
probability Secretary Shaw will buy some of 
them in order to put back into circulation 
some of the $30,000,000 which will be received 
from the present bond sale. But he may de- 
termine to convert the entire amount of out- 
standing 4 per cents, and reserve the proceeds 
to help out Wall street when the annual pinch 
comes.

TORIAL MOVEMENT INDICATED. 


President of American Branch of As- 
sociation at Convention Declares 
There Is No Need for Any Other 
Organization to Undertake Relief 
Work for Members of Race—Strosg 
Appeal for Support of Established 
Institutions in Palestine. 


Tannersville, N. Y., July 2.—Dr..H. Pereira 
Mendes, president of the American branch of 
the Jewish Territory association, startled 
the Zionist convention today by declaring 
that the report of the commission, which 
comes atacritical moment of Zionism, preved 
that there is no need for any other organiza- 
tion to undertake relief work for Jews or 
for other activities elsewhere. Palestine 
must comefirst, he said, and only when activ- 
ities are impossible in Parlestine need activi- 
ties or relief work be undertaken elsewhere.

After a double investigation, one by a 
coroner’s jury and one by Coroner Hoffman 
in person, the death of Mary Bigum, aged 3, 
845 West North avenue, supposedly from 
ptomaine poisoning due to sausage improp- 
erly prepared, was attributed last night to 
other causes.

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TERRORISTS SLAY 
WARSAW POLICE. 


Four Are Killed and Three 
Wounded by Assassins, 
Who Make Escape. 


DOUMA BREAKS OUT AGAIN 


Military Procurator Is Howled 
Down; Sitting Is Broken 
Up Completely. 


WARSAW, July 2.—Recent rumors that 
the terrorists were organizing a general 
slaughter of the police were partially cor- 
roborated today, when two policemen were 
shot dead and three were mortally wounded 
simultameously in various parts of Warsaw. 
Terrorists shot and killed a gendarme this 
evening and an infantry captain named 
Tobolseff, the latter having been accused by 
revolutionary papers of commanding 
platoons at executions. The assassins es- 
ce ped. 

Parliament Jeers Pavloff. 

ST. PETERSBURG, July 2.—The afternoon 
sitting today of the lower house of parlia- 
ment, which was devoted to discussion of 
the law providing for the abolition of the 
death penalty, broke up in utter disorder, 
when Gen. Pavloff, military procurator, at- 
tempted to address the house in behalf of 
War Minister. Rudiger. 

His appearance in the tribune was the 
signal for an outburst of cries of “ murder- 
er,’ “ assassin,’’ ‘‘ organizer of Jewish mas- 
sacres,"’ etc., from the members of the group 
of toil, in which the entire left joined. The 
members of the house pounded their desks, 
shouted, whistled, and resorted to every vio- 
lent means of showing their displeasure. 

Gen. Pavloff, after. listening, to tha storm 
for several minutes, turned to President 
Mouromtseff, bowed, half smiling, to signify 
his acceptance of the situation, and left the 
tribune. M. Mouromtseff, who appeared to 
be thoroughly angered at the demonstration, 
endeavored to quell it with his voice and 
tne violent ringing of the bell used in call- 
ing the house to order, but he abandoned 
his fruitless task and left the chair, signi- 
fying that the session was adjourned. 

Later word was passed among the mem- 
bers that an attempt would be made to re- 
sume the session at the expiration of an hour. 


Death Penalty Is Urged. 


The appearance of Pavloff was preceded 
by a long speech from Prof. Kusmin Kara- 
vieff, introducing the bill providing for the 
abolition of the death penalty, and an ad- 
dress by Minister of Justice Chtcheglovitoff 
defending the necessity for the penalty ow- 
ing to the number of political crimes under 
the prevailing conditions of anarchy and 
terrorism, which he declared a menace to 
all humanity and civilization in Russia. 

M. Chtcheglovitoff had scarcely spoken five 
minutes when a few radicals attempted to 
interrupt him with cries of “Enough!” 
“ Enough!” but M. Mouromtseff sternly re- 
pressed them, sharply declaring that *‘ such 
methods of closing a sitting of the house 
were utterly inadmissible,” which statement 
was greeted by a hearty round of applause. 

The members of the group of toil also made 
a demonstration when M. Chtcheglovitoff had 
finished speaking, but the house generally did 
not participate in It. 


Bill Finally Is Passed. . 


The house finally voted unanimously to re- 
fer the motion for the abrogation of the death 
penalty to a committee of fifteen to draft a 
bill, and the sitting adjourned pending the 
elaboration of the measure. The session was 
resumed at 9:45 o'clock tonight when the bill 
was adopted unanimously, the house adjourn- 
ing at 9:55 o'clock. 

The passage by the lower house today on 
its three readings of the bill abolishing the 
death penalty, the final vote on the measure 
occupying only eight minutes, offers the 
first test of the attitude of the centrists in the 
council of the empire. The bill will come up 
before that body at Thursday’s session. A 
caucus of the centrists will be held Wednes- 
Cay to determine whether to attempt to push 
it through, and also a final decision as tothe 
resolution of lack of confidence in the min- 
istry. 

The result of Premier Goremykin’'s trip to 
Peterhof today has not transpired, owing to 
his late return; but it is understood that no 
definite decision was reached as to his suc- 
cessor or the composition of the new cabinet. 
The later question presents a difficulty, owing 
to the attitude of the constitutional demo- 
crats in parliament. 7 

The Bourse Gazette today says it is ru- 
mored that Gen. Trepoff, commandant of the 
palace, has at last fallen into imperial dis- 
favor and is leaving Peterhof. 

Fresh disorders are reported among the 
sailors of the eighteenth division, who were 
the ringleaders of the Cronstadt mutiny. The 
outbreak arose ostensibly owing to bad food, 
but this is considered a mere pretext. Never- 
theless, the demands of the men were sat- 
isfled and the troubleis said to have subsided. 


IMMORALITY NO DIVORCE CAUSE 


Indiana Judge Says Persons Should 
Know Each Other’s Character 
Before Entering Marriage. 


Valparaiso, Ind., July 2.—[Specia!. ]—Judge 
McMahan today announced in the Circuit 
court that hereafter divorces would not be 
granted on charges of immoral conduct. He 
said persons who contract marriages should 
know of each other’s moral standing before 
they entered into such contract.and that 
they must abide by such marriage in his cir- 
cult, Porter and Lake counties. 
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SAYS CZAR HAS YIELDED, 


PETRUNKEVITCH DECLARES NEW 
CABINET WILL BE FORMED. 


Veteran Leader of the Liberal Move- 
ment in Russia Asserts That Dou- 
ma Has Won Its Battle for a Min- 
istry Made Up of Members of Par- 
liament — Socialists Cannot Be 
Trusted to Take Part—Revolution- 
ary Movement Under Headway. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 2.—Ivan Petrun- 
kevitchy, the veteran leader of the liberal 
movement, who has been prevented by ill 
health from taking a prominent part In the 
debates in the lower house of parliament, but 
who notwithstanding is a factor of the great- 
est weight in the councils of the constitu- 
tional demucratic party, today expressed his 
conviction that the downfall of the present 
cabinet hed been decided and declared his 
fullest confidence that the coming of a re- 
sponsible parllamentary ministry is at hand. 

Emperor Nicholas, M. Petrunkevitch said, 
might and probably would attempt to stave 
off the inevitable and endeavor to form an- 
other but more liberal bureaucratic minis- 
try, but its helplessness to face the situation 
of the hostile attitude of parliament was 
sO apparent that its existence would be brief 
if Fanance Minister Kokovsoff or any one 
elae were rash enough to attempt its forma- 
tion. 

M. Petrunkevitch professed ignorance of 
any direct negotiations between the emperor 
and the constitutional democrats, but spoke 
with such positiveness that it was evident 
his expectation was based on more definite 
grounds than the general situation, and it 
is apparent that he and his friends are fully 
in touch with developments at Peterhof and 
desire to enlist constitutional democratic 
support for the new ministry. 


No Makeshift Will Serve. 


M. Petrunkevitch declared roundly that no 
ministry except a fully responsible one, se- 
lected by parliament or persons in accord 
with that body, would be acceptable. Any 
other ~ministry, bureaucratic or coalition, 
would meet the same treatment as the exist- 
ing cabinet, and the constitutional demo- 
crats would refuse to be party to it. This 
applies not only to a ministry under the lead- 
ership of M. Kokovesoff, but also to one con- 
taining such ‘‘ liberalized bureaucrats ’’ as 
M. Fermoloff or M. Timiriageff, and even M. 
Shipoff, would be personally unacceptable; 
and the inclusion of any of the councilors of 
the empire would be considereda violation of 
the demands fora ‘‘ parliamentary ministry.”’ 

To a query about the attitude of the party 
towards a supposititious bureaucratic minis- 
try M. Petrunkevitch answered with a laugh 
and an epigram to the effect that no man is 
po Fi a to be both a bureaucrat and a lib- 
eral. ' 

Danger in Socialism. 


He was, he said, opposed to any codpera- 
tion with the socialist element in parliament, 
whom he had found fantastic and impractica- 
ble, satisfied with nothing less than the im- 
mediate realization of the ideal of a con- 
stituent assembly and a socialistic republic. 
A ministry attempting to include all the par- 
ties in parliament would there be too dis- 
cordant to be successful. The support ofthe 
peasant members of the group of toll would 
not be excluded. 

* But could a constitutional democratic 
ministry save the situation and stem the 
rising tide of revolution and anarchy?’’ was 
asked. 

“That would be impossible to say,’ re- 
plied M. Petrunkevitch. ‘“ Such a ministry 
would do its best, but all would depend on 
the time when it was called to power. What 
is possible today may be impossible tomor- 
row. If a constitutional democratic ministry 
had been formed a month ago it would have 
had much greater chances of success than 
one organized now, and a fortnight hence 
may be entirely too late. 


Revolutionary Preparations. 

* Revolutionary preparations in the coun- 
try, and especially the mutinous spirit of 
the army, would be as dangerous to a consti- 
tutional democratic cabinet ag to the present 
spate. because it is directed against all 

overnment.’’ 

‘* Who will be intrusted with the formation 
of such a ministry and given places in it?’ 
asked the interviewer. 

‘*‘IT am not at liberty to discuss, as it is 
a party. affair, and must be determined by 
a party caucus,’ M. Petrunkevitch answered. 
“The emperor probably will summon M. 
Mouromtseff as. the official representative 
of parliament, and the orly prominent mem- 
ber with whom he is acquainted, but I doubt 
if M. Mouromtseff will venture to take the 
slightest step except to refer the emperor's 
proposals to the representatives of the dom- 
inant party, who will decide as to the com- 
position of the ministry.” 


MERSCH DENIES JEALOUSY. 


Declares He Shot William Prueter Be- 
cause Latter Made Slighting Re- 
marks About Wife. 


Edward H. Mersch, former chief of the 
Evanston fire department, who shot and 
wounded William Prueter, a stpeet car con- 
ductor, in a quarrel Saturday night, yester- 
day denied that jealousy was the motive for 
the deed or that Prueter had been instru- 
mental in causing any estrangement between 
him and his wife. 

He contradicted the reports that he had 
beaten his wife because of her alleged liking 
for the wounded man, and said he shot Pruet- 
er only because he had made slighting re- 
raarks regarding Mrs. Mersch’'s character. 

So far no complaint has been made to the 
police, and Mersch has not been placed under 
arrest. Prueter is suffering from a flesh 
wound and is in the St. Francis hospital, 
Evanston.

The quick 
turning of the bridge cost a lumber barge 
one of its masts. In the other case, if a 
steamer, which had been given the signal 
to go ahead, had not been able to stop 
short it would have butted into the bridge 
while a street car was half on and half 
off it, and the car probably would have 
gone into the river. 

When a bridge and -a vessel collide 
there is invariably a disagreement be- 
tween the captain of the vessel and the 
bridgetender as to who, was responsible. 
Bach insists that the other was wholly 
to blame. Unquestionably the vessel men 
are at fault sometimes. They are always 
in a hurry to get to the dock to unload, 
and having taken on. return cargoes are 
anxious to get out of the river, but there 
is only too much reason for the charges 
which they perpetually bring against the 
bridgetenders. The latter are political 
appointees. They are not given their jobs 


fidelity to duty but to strengthen the 
“machine” of the mayor who appoints 
them. The contro] of costly and, delicate 
mechanism is handed over to men some 


1 jury does not return a verdict of “ death 


of whom farm out their bridges and never 
go near them. Some bridgetenders are 
while others get 
druuk and become reckless. The won- 
der is not that there are so many acci- 
dents but that there are so few. 

The council was criminally negligent 
when it failed to pass the ordinance plac- 
ing the bridgetenders under civil service 
regulations. The mayor, by failing to 
urge: the council to take action, showed 
that he was more solicitous for the preser- 
vation of patronage than for the protec- 
tion of the city’s property and of the lives 
of the people who use the bridges. 

There will soon be greater need of ca- 
pable, trustworthy bridgetenders. The 
closing of the tunnels will throw an in- 
creased volume of street car traffic upon 
some of the bridges. The motormen, 
impatient to keep up to their schedules, 
will take chances at the bridges if al- 
lowed to do so. The competition for the 
right of way between land and water 
traffic will be acute. The men on duty 
at the most used bridges should be men 
who do not drink and who will not make 
mistakes. They should not be ward- 
workers and infinential saloonkeepers. 

The council should appreciate the im- 
perative need for better bridgetenders. 
It ought not to begin its vacation until it 
shall have made provision for the selec- 
tion of competent men. It will be better 
to attend to the matter now than to wait 
until! some incompetent employé has 
wrecked an expensive bridge or thrown a 
cfr full of passengers into the river. 


GREAT NEW YORK. 


Recently published statistics give New 
York City a population of a little over four 
million, an increase of about 60 per cent 
since consolidation of Manhattan and the 
surrounding boroughs in 1898. The largest 
percentage of gain was in the Bronx, which 
trebled its population; the largest actual 
gain was in Manhattan, which gained 
670,000, reaching a population of 2,200,000. 
If it were possible to ignore state lines and 
add to the City of New York the densely 
populated region adjoining on the New Jer- 
sey shore the population of the metropolis 
would be about 4,400,000, While with New 
York confined within the old limits the city 
would probably take second place to Chi- 
cago in 1910, it is not likely that the present 
lead will be overtaken for several decades. 

Immigration alone would account for the 
growth of New York. Of the immigrants 
who have reached America since 1898 on 
an average about 30 per cent, it is said, re- 
main in New York. If this estimate is ac- 
curate, the population of New York would 
have actually diminished if immigration had 
been checked. As time goes on and condi- | 
tions are so equalized that New York no 
longer beguiles the foreign laborer, Chicago | 
will assume the primacy to which its central 
position entitles it, and which the character | 
of its population makes inevitable. 

The census of 1900 showed a higher pro- 
portion of foreign born residents in New | 
York than in Chicago, and the next census | 
will probably show a greater increase in, | 
that proportion in New York and a diminn- | 
tion in Chicago. It is this peculiar feature | 
of the population of New York which makes | 
its political future so dubious. Chicago is | 
well content to allow New York to rémain | 
at the head of the list at the price paid for | 
the honor. In Chicago the various foreign | 
elements are not yet entirely blended, but | 
the process has reached 4 satisfactory stage, |

MANUEL GARCIA. 

The death of Manuel Garcia, the fe- 
mous instructor, who is often confounded 
with Manuel, founder of the Garcia fam- 
ily, who introduced Italian opera in this 
country almost a century ago and died in 
1832, removes one of the most prominent 
aud useful workers from the field of 
music. Like his father, whom he accom- 
panied to this country in 1825, he was 
singer, composer, teacher, and scientific- 
ally trained musician—one of the few 
great musicians, indeed, whom Spain has 
given to the world, for the Garcia family 
was Spanish. The father had among his 
many pupils his son and his daughters, 
Mme. Malibran and Mme. Viardot, all of 
whom rose to greatness. It ‘is sufficient 
glory for the son that among his almost 
innumerable pupils was Jenny Lind, 

Gareia, the son, remained upon the 
stage but a short time, and left it in 
1829, when he was 24 years of age, to de- 
yote himself to teaching. He possessed 
not alone his art in all its perfection of 
results but the science of his art. In study- 
ing the conformation of the throat, the 
vocal registers, and the general vocal 
mechanism he was led to the invention of 
the laryngoscope, whose value is conceded 
not alone by artists but by physicians. 
He also wrote two treatises upon the 
voice and singing which have been trans- 
lated into many languages, and are now 
recognized as the highest authority in the 
matters of which they treat. He was 
connected with the Paris Conservatory 
for many years, but removed to London 
in 1848 and was made professor at the 
Royal Academy of Music—a post which 
he held until 1895, when he virtually re- 
tired from. active work, being then 90 
years of ake. He had troops of friends 
and pupils who loved him, and lived 
eleven years longer to enjoy his honors, 
dying in his 101st year. Few musicians 
have been more useful in the world or 
more generally beloved. Few have done 
more valuable work for the art. Few 
have given the world more pleasure by 
reason of the great artists he has taught 


to sing.

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N view of the persistent rumors in regard 
to the prospects of a marriage between 
Miss Mathilde Townsend of Washington 
and the duke of Alba and Berwick, the 
wedding yesterday at Madrid of the latter 

nobleman’s only sister, Dona Sol Stuart 
Fitzjames y Osorio, to the widowed duke of 
Santona possesses a certain amount of Amer- 
ican interest. For should the young duke of 
Alba and his only brother, the count de 
Montijo, die without issue their new brother- 
in-law, the young duke of Santona, would 
become, through his wife, eighteenth duke of 
Alba and eleventh duke of Berwick, and in- 
vested with two of the most {Illustrious and 
historic titles of Spain, the dukedom of Alba 
having been created by Dmperor Charles V. 
at the time when he first instituted the 
grandezza by nominating twelve great Span- 
ish nobles to be his peers, with the right of 
remaining covered in his presence, the duke 
of Alba being one of them. The dukedom of 
Berwick was created two centuries later, in 
1688, in favor of the illegitimate son of King 
James II. of England by Arabella Churchill, 
sister of the great duke of Marlborough. 

The duke of Santona, though a nice young 
fellow, as popular in London and in Paris as 
he is in Madrid, is of extremely plebelan 
origin. His grandfather was a contractor of 
Cuban peasant birth, who, after an extremely 
remarkable career, worked his way up to be 
one of the richest captains of industry and of 
finance in Spain, the dukedom of Santona 
being conferred upon him in recognition of 
his services both to the Spanish crown and 
to the commerce and industry of his native 
land. 

The old duke was not fortunate in his mar- 
riage, and remained childless, and when he 
‘died it was found that, while providing his 
widow with an annuity, he had left the great- 
er part of his enormous fortune to his grand- 
son, young “Jack "’ Miitjens, eldest son of 
his illegitimate daughter, who had married 
a member of the Paris stock exchange.

The late King Alfonso and Queen Chris- 
tina were fond of old Santona, who was 3@ 
great character in his way, and wonderfully 
philanthropic, and it was to please him that 
they arranged that, on his death, his duke- 
dom of Santona should go to his favorite 
grandson, Jack Miitjens, in spite of the ille- 
gitimate birth of the young fellow's mother. 
The young duke of Santona, whose name Is 
familiar in sporting circles in this country as 
the leading polo player of Spain, married as 
his first wife one of the Murrietta girls, sister 
of Chris Murrietta, who has been so much in 
this country with the Anthony Drexels, and 
sister, too, of Lady William Nevill, who stuck 
so nobly by her husband in spite of his hav- 
ing undergone a term of pena! servitude for 
forgery and fraud. 

The Murriettas were the principal Anglo- 
Spanish banking house In London and Mad- 
rid, were high in favor at the court of St. 
James, and when they came to grief their 
mansion in Carlton House terrace became 
the property of William Waldorf Astor. 

The young Duchess Clarita of Santona died 
a few years ago, and it is her husband who 
has now just married Dona Sol Stuart Fitz- 
james y Osorio, grandniece of Empress Eu- 
génie. Her father, it may be remembered, 
died suddenly in New York during the Amer- 
ica cup races, and her grandfather, the fif- 
teenth duke of Alba, was the husband of Em- 


press Eugénie’s only sister. 
>. 


Should young Jack Mlitjens, after having 
been duke of Santona, become through his 
present marriage and through the childless- 
ness of his new wife's brother the duke of 
Alba and of Berwick, it will only furnish an- 
other illustration of the extraordinary freaks 
of succession of the most ancient and illus- 
trious dignities of Spain, which, owing to 
their descent on the distaff side of the house, 
often pass into families of the most humble 
origin, such as the Santonas. The young 
duke of Santona is a grandee of Spain and 
as such a titular chamberlain of the king. 
But he owes his grandezza not to his blue 
blood but to his dukedom, all dukedoms car- 
rying with them the grandezza, this being 
the only nobiliary title possessing this pre- 
rogative. 

With regard to the duke of Alba's dukedom 
of Berwick, but few people are aware of the 
fact that it is an English instead of a Span- 
ish or French dignity. While, however, it 
figures as such in the Almanach de Gotha and 
other similar official publications of conti- 
nental Europe, no mention thereof ts to be 
found tn the roster of the English house of 
lords or in the standard British “ peerages."’ 
The fact of the matter is that it was created 
by King James II. of England on March 19, 
1687, when he was still in possession of the 
throne of Great Britain, in favor-of his ille- 
gitimate son by Mrs. Godfrey, née Arabella 
Churchill. James likewise created his son 
earl of Tinmouth and Baron Bosworth, and 
these patents are recorded in “ The Patent 
Rolls” of England. 
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But this first duke of Berwick, who, for his 
services as a general in the Spanish war of 
succession, was created duke of Fitzjames 
by Louls XIV. of France and duke of Liria 
and of Zerica by King Philip of Spain, was 
attainted as a Jacobite in 1605 by the English 
parliament, his British honors becoming in 
consequence thereof forfeited to the British 
crown. He left two sons, the eldest succeed- 
ing to his Spanish honors and retaining the 
British title of duke of Berwick, though not 
recognized by England, while the younger 
son inherited the French dukedom, that of 
Fitzjames, now borne by his lineal descend- 
ant, the sixth duke of St. James. 

The Spanish line of Berwick and of Liria 
became, through the marriage of the fifth 
duke of Liria and of Berwick to the only 
daughter and sole heiress of the twelfth duke 
of Alba, merged in the historic dukedom of 
Alba, a title which is now borne in conjunc- 
tion with those of Berwick and of Lina by 
the senior descendants of the first duke of 
Berwick. 

The present- duke was educated, like his 
brother, the count de Montijo, in England at 
Beaumont college, near Eton, under the su- 
pervision of his grandaunt, Empress Eu- 
génie, and talks English without any trace of 
foreign accent. 
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Nearly all the attainders enacted by par- 
liament against the honors of peers, whose 
only crime was their loyalty to the Stuart 
cause in the early days of the Hanoverian 
dynasty, have been reversed during the reign 
of Queen Victoria, who was proud of her 
Stuart ancestry, and unwilling that any of 
the great houses of the British aristocracy 
should continue to suffer for their devotion 
to the Stuart cause. 

It seems, however, that when, some time 
ago, the question was raised as to the possi- 
bility of reversing the attainder against the 
first duke of Berwick, with the object of the

sima at the court of St. James, lives part of

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His palace at Madrid, known as the Liria 
palace, is one of the grandest in the Spanish 
capital, and filled from cellar to garret with 
the most splendid art treasures and almost 
priceless archives, containing documents 
from the eleventh to the twentieth century.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS 


Carroll D. Wright, former commissioner 
of labor, and now president of Clark col- 
lege, has published under the title, “ THE 
BATTLES OF LABOR,” a series of lectures 
which he delivered as William Levi Bell, 
lecturer on Christian socialism at the Phila- 
delphia divinity schoo] in 1906. Mr. Wright 
being a recognized authority on every phase 
of the labor problem, anything he says or 
writes on that subject is pretty sure to be 
interesting and inatructive. The present 
book is no exception. 

In the lectures on “ The Background ” and 
“Medieval and Modern Industry,’’ Mr. 
Wright shows that labor disturbances, in- 
cluding strikes, are not new phenomena, but 
that records of them are to be found in the 
earliest history. The. exodus of the Jews 
from Egypt, the slave insurrection of 
ancient Greece, the war carried on by Spar- 
tacus and his fellow gladiators against Rome, 
the risings of the villeins in feudal times, he 
considers to have been of essentially the 
same nature as the modern “ walkout.”” In

Cc. F. G. Masterman, fellow of Christ's col- 
lege, Cambridge, attempts in his book, “IN 
PERIL OF CHANGE” (Heubsch), a series 
of interesting essays, mainly on recent au- 
thors and their works, to show something of 
the trend of modern life. In trying to prove 
a theory of development from the messages 
of different influential authors ore is likely 
to out down Individual traits to make them fit 
the theory, but the author here seems to have 
avoided this fault as much as possible. He 
traces through Henley. Kipling. and others 
the rise of imperialism, following the cos- 
mopolitanism of the Victorian age, and with 
the decline of imperialism the rise of nation- 
alism. as shown by the books of numerous 
writers. The book naturally has a somber 
tone from the feeling of doubt as to the out- 
come of the solution of the many difficult so- 
cial problems. 

Of course, every one knows Red Saunders, 
the irrepressible cowboy friend of Henry 
Wallace Phillips. Those who lack that ad- 
vantage should get acquainted with him im- 
mediately through the medium of Mr. Phil- 
lips’ books. The latest news about this frank 
and garrulous personage is to be found in 
“RED SAUNDERS’ PETS AND OTHER 
CRITTERS "’ (McClure, Phillips & Co.). The 
author long since took his place among the 


‘ humorous writers of the time, and there is 


nothing in this present work to dim his repu- 
tation. 

The pets, which consisted of a bobcat, a 
snake, a pig, and a bear, acted as such ani- 
mals will, but Mr. Phillips gets fun out of 
them equal to anything Mark Twain ever 
produced.

TAYLOR IN OLD UNIFORM 


CHANCE TRADES RECRUITS FOR 
VETERAN OF TWO SCANDALS. 


“Brakenian Jack’’ Returns to Club 
Which Disposed of Him Two Years 
Ago Under Suspicions Which Never 
Were Substantiated—Pitcher Beebe 
and Catcher Noonan Given to St. 
Louis Cardinals in the Exchange— 
Goes East with Team. 


President Murphy of the Chicago National 
league club yesterday announced the trade 


for Pitcher Jack Taylor of the St. Louis car- 
dinals. Taylor left for the east with the team 
last night. 

Taylor, who is one of the best pitchers in 
the business, now returns to the club which 
traded him off two years ago under suspicion 
of ‘“‘throwing "’ games in the post-season 
series of 1903 between the two Chicagoclubs. 

James A. Hart, then president of the Chi- 
cago club, never pushed the charges against 
Taylor, although’ Chairman Hermann of the 
national commission openly branded Taylor 
as a “crook,”’ declaring it could be proved 
Taylor bet against his own teamin Pittsburg 
on a game in which he pitched and lost. 
This charge never was substantiated, but a 
fine was imposed for misconduct. Last fall, 
im the presence of C. W. Murphy, now presi- 
dent of the west side club, Mr. Hart prac- 
tically charged that Taylor was responsible 
for the defeat of the St.*Louis Natfonals at 
the hands of the St. Louis Armhericansin their 
post season series, citing the case as circum- 
stantial evidence in support of his previous 
charges against Taylor. 

A story extant last night was to the effect 
that Taylor was signed by Chicago to pre- 
vent him from signing either-with New York 
or Pittsburg: 


HERMANN REVERSES DECISION 
TO PLACATE PITTSBURG CLUB. 


National Commission’s Chairman Gets 
Consent of Boston Americansto Hand 
Catcher Phelps to Pirates. 


Cincinnati, O., July 2.—President Hermann of 
the Cincinnati National league club has secured 
the return of Catcher Phelps from the Boston 
Americans, and annoupced today that the player 
had been bought back from Boston and would be 
presented to the Pittsburg management by the 
Cincinnati club without expense to Pittsburg. 

Hermann has written to the Pittsburg club, ex- 
plaining that this is done in the interest of or- 
ganized baseball, but that there is no question of 
the correctness of the decision awarding P helps'to 
Boston. In this letter Hermann says: 

‘ There are no new points brought out in your 
application for a rehearing, and, being familiar 
with every detail of this case, I could not under 
any circumstances grant your application. As to 
the player’s denial that any agreemen{ of any 
kind ever existed between us, I request you to as- 
certain from Mr. Locke and Mr. Clarke when they 
return to Pittebure whether the player did not 
admit last Monday morning tn their presence that 
a telegram was sent at his request to the New 
York American league club, and that it was 
understood between us that if he was sold to that 
club he was to receive half the purchase money. 

*“* Mr. Johnson, being tn Cincinnati during the 
last few days ona business matter, enabled me to 
take up with him the question of having the Cin- 
cinnati club secure, by purchase, the release of 
Phelps, whose title is now in the Boston American 
league club. Mr. Jehnseon would not consider the 
proposition at all until I placed the matter before 
him as a personal favor to me. Thereupon he 
granted my request. 

“ The Cincinnati club having, therefore, again 
obtained title to the player, we now release him 
to the Pittsburg club unconditionally, and I will 
notify Mr. Pulliam thereof at once."’

TURE SCANDAL IN BAST. 


TROUBLE LIKELY THROUGH 4 
PROBE OF GO BETWEEN CASE. 


Stewards of Coney Island Jockey Club 
‘Start Thorough Investigation and 
Learn That Winner of Suburban 
Handicap Is Fall Blooded StaHion 
—Owner Shields Is Asked to Ex- 
plain and Serious Action Against 


Him Is Likely. 


New York, July 2.—{Special.]—Go Between, 
winner of the Suburban handicap, witha geld- 
ing three pound allowance, is a full blooded 
stallion. This fact was determined today by 
three veterinary surgeons, who made a thor- 
ough examingtion and so reported. to the 
stewards of the Coney Island Jockey club. 
The “ vets ’’ bore out the positive statement 
to this effect made the other day by John E. 
Madtien, whose partner, F. R. Hitchcock, pro- 
tested Go Between’s victory in consequence. 

The stewards denied the protest, because of 
the fact that in the official entry blank no 
description of Go Between’s sex had been 
made: but it seems the stewards did not stop 
there, for they now are carrying on @ thor- 
ough investigation. Alex. Shields, owner of 
Go Between, was called before them during 
the races today and asked to explain how it 
was that, although he had had Go Between 
since last June, he had either concealed the 
fact that the son of Meddler was not a geld- 
ing, as represented, or had been in total ig- 
norance of the facts. 

‘Tf Shields did not know that Go Between 
was a gelding,” said a well known horseman, 
**the stewards may decide he is nota fit man 
to race horses on the Jockey club circult. But 
if Shields knew all along he hada stallionand 
yet raced him as a gelding, he was guilty of 
Canadian trickery, which I{s not relished 
hereabouts.”’ 

The stewards also questioned Frank Brown, 
Charles F. Fox, and W. A. McNulty, all of 
whom at different times either owned or 
trained Go Between and allowed him to mas- 
querade as a gelding. 

Just what action the stewards of the Coney 
Island Jockey club will take remains to be 
seen. They may refer the wnole case to the 
Jockey club, and it is just possible the entry 
of Go Between will be refused on all eastern 
tracks so long as he remains the property of 
Shields.

Will John R. Walsh be able to eds funds 
to complete the Chicago Southern railroad? 
That is a question that is being asked in rat}- 
road and financial circles. 

Mr. Walsh is close mouthed about his in- 
tentions, but he is gradually getting his af- 
sa ~ egg = and he is securing money 
tt ig © pay interest from sources 

He met the semi-annual interest amount- 
ing to $100,000 on the Chicago Southern notes 
due July 1. He paid the semi-annual inter- 
est, amounting to $188,200, on the Southern 
Indiana bonds Feb. 1, and it is presumed 
this interest will be met as usual on Aug. 1. 
The Southern Indiana, of course, has earn- 
ings in excess of its fixed charges. Butthere 
is no general information as to where Mr. 
Walsh is securing funds for other transac- 
tions. There is talk of one matter being 
arranged shortly’ which will require $1,000,- 
000 in cash, and obligations have been liqui- 
dated from revenues the source of which is 
unknown. 


Banks Anxious for Work. 

So as far as the banks are concerned they 
would be glad to see Mr. Walsh finish his 
Chicago Southern, but they will lend no 
fresh capital for that purpose, It has been 
several times estimated that $1,500,000 would 
complete the road, which would instantly 
have the large coal traffic of the Southern 
Indiana. The raising of $1,500,000 for the 
project, which operated independently, would 
prove a money earner, according to general 
belief, does not seem like a large matter, 
but in existing circumstances it becomes 
more difficult for Mr. Walsh than it would 
for others or than it would have been for him 
before the trouble with his banks. 


Debt Put in Better Form. 

The spreading of a generai mortgage cov- 
ering the Southerm Indiana was merely to 
fund certain obligations and put the debt in 
more desirable form, The banks have held 
the certificates against which it had been 
proposed to issue bonds and they held notes 
payable, which will now be exchanged for 
the general mortgage bonds. The mortgage 
is spread over the Southern Indiana since it 
is the owner of IlMnois Southern andi the coal 
properties. In effect, the mortgage is on 
properties other than Southern Indiana. 


‘MAKE APPEAL IN REBATE CASES. 


Railroad, Packing Companies, 
Brokers File Bills of Exception 
at Kansas City.

| BEBATING CHARGE 
DODGED BY ALTON. 


Railroad Lawyers Admit That 
Money Was Paid, Leaving 
Court to Interpret Law. 


8. &S. CO. GETS A “REFUND” 


Defense Is Made That Transac- 
tion Was a Compromise to 
Settle Claims.

The trial of the Chicago and Alton railroad 
and its two former officials, John N. Faithorn 
and F. A. Wann, for paying rebates to the 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger company at 
Kansas City was begun yésterday afternoon 
before Judge Landis of the United States 
District court. A jury has been called to 
decide the guilt or innocence of the parties, 
but as the facts of the case have been sub- 
mitted to the court in the shape of a stipula- 
tion, it will be a matter for the court to decide 
the law in the case. 

The railroad company was represented by 


+ John Barton Payne and Ralph M. Shaw, 


while Special Counsel Charles B. Morrison 
conducted the case for the government. The 
railroad company does not attempt to con- 
ceal the fact that it did pay the 8. & 8. com- 
pany a'refund of $1 a car on shipments out 
of Kansas City, but it is the claim of the 
railroad attorneys that thie did not con- 
stitute a rebate, because about a mile of the 
tracks over which this haul was made from 
the S. & S. plant was over its own track to 
the belt line and thence to the tracks of the 
Chicago and Alton. 


Board Makes an Explanation. 


The government is prepared to show that, 
although Nelson Morris & Co. and other 
packing concerns at Kansas City had their 
own switch tracks, nevertheless ‘they re- 


‘-celved no such refund from the Alton. The 


explanation of why the Alton paid this fre- 
fund to the 8S. & 8S. company was made by 
Mr. Shaw and he said that at the request 
of the packing concern the Alton road under- 
took to do what the belt line had been doing 
before. 

In the published tariff on packing house 
products out of Kansas City the Alton: ab- 
sorbs the belt line charges of $4 a car; and 
prior to 1904 !t had been the custom of the 
Alton to give a rebate of $1 a car to the belt 
line company. which if turn refunded it to 
the S. & 8. company. 

There is another charge in the indictment, 
which contains ten counts, which deals with 
a refund of $3,445.44 passenger fares which 
had been paid by officers and agents of the 
packing company. Mr. Shaw declared that, 
although the company had put in a lot of 
claims for the refund of passenger fares, ag- 
gregating the above amount, that the rail- 
road officials never had recognized these 
claims as legitimate. 


Claims Settled by Payment. 


‘When J. N. Faithorn went to the Alton 
as vice president in charge of traffic in 1902,” 
declared Shaw, addressing the court, “ he 
found claims for damages against the Alton 
which Schwarzschild & Sulzberger had filed, 
amounting to between $65,000 and $75,000. 
After deciding that the packing company 
could probably collect about $30,000 through 

al proceedings, he offered them $10,000 to 
settle everything. They came back at him 
with an offer to compromise for $25,000, and 
then after much negotiating, the packing 
company officers declared they would take 
$10,000 if the Alton also would pay their 
claim for the return of passenger fares paid. 
“hie Mr. Faithorn decided to do, be- 
lieving hé could thereby save a great deal 
of money to his company, and he made out a 
voucher for $10,000 to settle all claims and a 
few days later when the auditors had figured 
up how much the passenger fare claims 
amounted to he made another voucher coy- 
ering this amount.’ 

That was the railroad’s explanation of the 
transaction. It is the elaim of the govern- 
ment that the refund:of these passenger 
fares really amounted toa rete The tak- 
ing of evidence will commengde s morning. 


Rate Trouble to Be Discussed. 


Subcommittees of the trunk lines, the 
South Atlantic and the gulf lines and the 
western lings, will get together in New York 
on July 6 and endeavor to settle the freight 
rate trouble brought about by the ocean-rall 
rates from the west via Virginia ports. From 
New England to the St. Louis gateway the 
cut is 5 cents on first, second, and third 
classes, 8 cents on fifth class, and 2 cents on 
fourth and sixth classes. The excuse for the 
ocean-rail reductions is the absorption of 
marine insurance by the lake and rail lines, 
and a notice of the St. Paul that it would ab- 
sorb the insurance on Missouri river busi- 
ness. The committee plan, representing all 
interests, was adopted at a meeting held re- 
cently in New York, and it is believed that a 
settlement will be made. 

It is reported that the Michigan Central is 
going to abandon its shops at Michigan City 
and transfer them to Hammond, where they 
will be consolidated with the shops of the 
Chicago, Indiana and Southern, the new 
Vanderbilt belt line. These shops have a ca- 
pacity of 7,000 cars, and much additional 
land has been bought to enlarge them. 

According: to the rumor, there will be a 
general consolidation of the shops of the ivew 
York Central lines terminating in Chicago 
at these Hammond shops. The consolidation 
is scheduled to take place Sept. 1

RULE OF THE DIRECTORS. 


Special Committee Reports That 
Discrimination Must Not 
Be Permitted. 


Philadelphia Pa.; ~July 2.—Therevelations 
of ‘“‘ grafting" by Pe nnsyivania railroad offi- 
clais and employés, made before the inter- 
state comméfcé cOmimission, has Dorne fruit. 

The special ¢ommittee of the board of di- 
rectors. which has been investigating the a!- 
leged discrimination in the distribution of 
coalcars tiade a preliminary report today. 

It recommends that every officer or em- 
ployé part with his investment in the shares 
of any coal producing company, and that 
all such. investments be refrained from in 
the future. The -full board of directors 
adopted the recommendation. 


- Conditions Have Changed. 

In this feature of its report the committee 
Bays: 

“In its early history the great problem for 
the company was the development of indus- 
trial enterprises in the territory through 
which its lites ran, in such a manner as to 
create and secure traffic for the company. 
Today the preblem is that of providing ade- 
quate facilities .in Hne, rolling stock, -and 
movement for the business of the country, 
which rapidly outgrows such facilities. 

* While under former conditions, {t was 
right that officers. and employés should have 
beet @ncouraged to invest their own money

Liquidating by tired longs was largely re- 
sponsible for sharp losses in all the leading 
grain markets yesterday. The general trade 
Was only moderately active, with profes- 
sicnals, apparently more bearish in senti- 
ment, doing practically all the business. 
News was not all one way, but the pessimists 
claimed, that the most important of it was 
distinetly in their favor. Final prices showed 
declines of %@1\%c for wheat, with May 
relatively the strongest; 1@1%c for corn,and 
1@1%c for oats. The feature of the provision 
market was the marked strength developed 
in July pork.

the early wheat market. These influences, 
however, soon were wiped away by heavy and 
persistent selling by longs, who were gov- 
erned in their action chiefly by the.fact that 
new wheat is moving in greater volume in 
the southwest and that the general milling 
demand is lighter than that of a year ago. 
Minnesota and the Dakotas were reported to 
have received moisture that at the moment 
was not favorable to the progrese of the 
crop, and Kansas, Iowa, Nebraska, and Ok- 
lahoma, where the grain is being made 
ready for the markets, were said to have 
received emough rain to cause some delay in 
movement, if not actual damage to the cée- 
real. Thedorecast was for rain in Missouri 
and IMinois, but the promise was for clear 
skies elsewhere. 


July Deliveries Are Made. 
Deliveries here on July contracts were lib- 
eral at 955,000 bu, but most of the gain went 
into the hands of a speculative trade. To- 
ledo, important as a red winter wheat mar- 
ket, showed marked weakness in the July, 
and Kaneas City lent further disappointment 
to the bulls by reporting almost 100 care of 
new wheat received during the day. The 
day’s arrivals at Duluth and Minneapolis 
were 854 cars, against 328 a week before. 
Because the corresponding day last year was 
a holiday the usual comparison was lacking. 
World’s shipments last week aggregated 
9,024,000 bu, against 9,136,000 bu the previous 
week, and 13,040,000 bu the similar period 
in 1905. The supplies on ocean passage de- 
creased 1,472,000 bu. The visible supply 
showed a loss of 1,017,000 ‘bu, compared to 
decreases of 1,255,000. bu the week before, 
and 1,144,000 bu last year. Reported break- 
ing of drought in Argentina went far toward 
offsetting the effect of the rains in thesouth- 
west, west, andnorthwest. Primary receipts 
were 465,000 bu. Final prices were 70%@ 
79%c for July, 804.@80%4c for September, 80% 
@80%c for December, and 8%c for May. 


Rains Help Corn Crop. 

The rains throughout the belt and more 
favorable crop conditions were factors which 
worked for weakness in the corn market. 
Larger receipts here than had been expected 
—7O4 cars, against an estimate of 675 cars~ 
also had a depressing effect. There were 
some advices that acceptances of bide in the 
oountry gave promise of a freer movement, 
but some of the well posted houses declared 
that the increase had been slight. The cash 
market was lower, with the trade only mod- 
erate. Long corn was sold for both localand 
outside account, with some good buying of 
the May against sales of the nearer deliv- 
eries. The amount delivered on July con- 
tracts wags 750,000 bu. World's shipments 
last week were 3,918,000 twa, Calta 4,255,000 
bu a year ago, and the visible supply showed 
an increase of 1,867,000 bu, compared to in- 
creases of 246,000 bu the week before and 
652,000 bu last year. The amount of the 
grain on ocean passage showed an increase 
of 471,000 bu. Tota) primary receipts were 
805,000 bu, with nothing cleared at the sea- 
poard. Liverpool closed %c higher. Final 
prices here were 51%c for July, 51%c for 
September, 40%c for December, and 40%e 
for May. 

Oats Off on Moisture. 

The rains and the weakness in_corn were 
among the depressing influences in the oats 
market. Local longs and some of the cash 
concerns sold freely on personal examina- 
tions of fields from which most unfavorable

Kan- 
sas City quoted No. 2 hard, 76@77%%4c; No. 2 
red, 76@77%c. New No. 2 red was quoted 
78%@80%o0 at St. Louis. There were about 
70 cars new wheat all told at Kansas City 
yesterday. BFarly sales were at 76c, but it 
was claimed could be bought for less later.

STOCKS RISE, THEN PALL, 


PRICES IN NEW YORK MARKET 
LOWEST AT THE CLOSE. * 


After Qpening at Higher Point and 
Undergoing Several Rallies During 
Session Quotations Drop Greatly in 
the Final Hour Owing to Increase 
in Liquidating Seling—Flurry Evi- 
dent in Call Loan Money Dealings 
Causes Solicitade. 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.] 

NEW YORK, July 2.—[Special.J]—After 
slackening for a time today, the selling pres- 
sure, which has been oppressing the stock 
market for a few. days, again was in force 
and the close was weak. The session was 
marked by occasional rallies, but it was evi- 
dent that any show of a buying demand was 
utilized to the full extent to continue the 
realizing sales, _ 

The late fall to the lowest prices of the 
present movement.was caused by the in- 
crease in liquidation and the falling of the 
Support of the market. 

A flurry in the call loan market was the 
signal for the enhanced pressure to sell and 
it was inferred that there was further calling 
of loans and of forced closing out speculative 
holdings. The longer time money outlook 
is the subject of solicitude. Its tone coh- 
tinues strong with an active demand and a 
scanty supply. 

Sentiment over the money outlook was dis- 
appointed over the fact that New York suc- 
ceeded in obtaining only an insignificant per- 
tion of the large supply of gold which arrived 
in. London on Saturday, but was reassured 
slightly by rumors of a large engagement 
of Australian gold having been secured, but 
which failed of verification. 

The issuance of a circular by the secretary 
of the treasury inviting subscriptions by July 
20 to $30,000,000 of Panama canal bonds was 
regarded as a complicating factor in the glut 
In the bond market, and it refuted the as- 
sumption in some banking quarters that the 
immediate needs of the canal work would 
be supplied out of the treasury’s cash bal- 
ance. 

Reassuring reports from railroad traffic 
managers were calculated to correct the im- 
pression made by last week's reports of a 
falling off in volume of merchandise trans- 
ported, but the effect was not perceptible 
on stock, and more attention was paid to 
reports of cutting of grain rates to Missouri 
river points.
